The majority of accidental fires in the home start in 
the kitchen. Property damage could be drastically 
reduced if people only knew what to do when con¬ 
fronted with a kitchen fire. 

The Agawam Fire Department suggests the follow¬ 
ing steps when confronted with a fire in the kitchen: 

* If the fire is confined to a pan on top of the stove, 
slide the lid across the pan and leave it there. Do not 
attempt to move the pan outdoors because you may 
burn yourself or spread the fire. 

* Never throw water or flour on a burning pan. 
Water will spread the flames, and flour will actually 
explode! 

* Do not turn on the exhaust fan over the stove. 
This would suck the fire inside the walls of your home. 
If the fire is in your oven, turn off the heat and leave 
the door closed to cut off the fire’s air supply. 

* Install a fire extinguisher in the kitchen. Make sure 
it is easily accessible in the event of a grease or oven 
fire. When purchasing a fire extinguisher for kitchen 


use, make sure the extinguisher is rated for Class 
ABC fires to insure its acceptability for use on kitchen 
fires. 

* If the fire is inside the oven, close the oven door. 
This action should smother the fire 

* If the fire is too large to safely cover or for your fire 
extinguisher, leave the house immediately and call the 
fire department (911) from a neighbor’s phone. Trying 
to fight a fire yourself when it’s too large can cause far 
more extensive damage and can result in serious, 
unnecessary injury. 

* As a preventive action, keep your cooking appli¬ 
ances (including stovetops, burners, the oven, and 
broilers) clean. Built-up grease can flare up easily, 
causing dangerous and damaging fires. And keep 
combustible materials (such as paper towels, dish 
towels, paper bags, cookbooks, and food packaging) 
away from the stove or other heat source. Keep your 
kitchen fire-safe.

We need to cut waste while 
fully funding our schools 

To the Editor: 

For many weeks, we have been hearing all sorts of 
arguments and solutions in terms of the school budg¬ 
et. While some of the arguments and solutions make 
sense, most don’t. It seems that every few years, 
something controversial occurs about the school 
budget. 

A major past controversy dealt with cuts in athletics 
and the proposed institution of athletic fees. Neither 
was necessary and caused a lot of anguish. Then 
there was the kindergarten issue that could have also 
been avoided. Both of these issues occurred at a time 
when the town had plenty of money and was receiv¬ 
ing huge amounts in state funding. Now, again for no 
reason, we have another controversy and more wor¬ 
ried and anguished parents. 

Make no mistake, I feel strongly about the impor¬ 
tance of an excellent school system and agree with 
those who feel that no cuts should be made in the 
school budget. My only exception is the continued hir¬ 
ing of expensive and unneeded deputy principals and 
superintendents. I feel just as strongly that there is a 
solution that would not require raising taxes or cutting 
the school side of the overall town budget. 

For at least 10 or 15 years, the administration and 
the City Council have hardly ever made cuts on the 
town side of the overall town budget. The very few 
times any cuts were made, the cuts were meaning¬ 
less and had no real effect on the overall budget. In 
fact, they were made because a councilor had a per¬ 
sonal dislike for someone or for some program. 

Never had the budget been scrutinized and 
legitimate cuts in fat ever made. There are two 
main reasons why. One was because the majority 
of councilors never questioned the administration 
or read the entire budget. The other reason was 
because the Council didn’t receive enough time 
from the administration to truly scrutinize the 
budget and make proper cuts. They also never con¬ 
sidered passing a supplemental budget in order to 
gain time. I believe now is the time to avoid and pre¬ 
vent those inadequacies. 

It is the Council’s job to make sure that the town 
budget contains only those expenditures that are nec¬ 
essary or required. Anything more is a waste of tax¬ 
payers’ money and an affront to those who believe in 
good government. There has always been enough fat 
in the budget equal to what is now needed to fully 
fund the schools. The time has come for the adminis-

Agawam fire chief, and Richard Bellico, archivist and 
former president of the Agawam Historical 
Association, to learn details of the long-awaited open 
house. 

The downstairs section of the two-story structure 
will be afforded mostly to firefighting equipment and 
memorabilia, while the upstairs will display artifacts 
from the town, such as a native Indian basket and a 
piano that came from Benjamin Phelps School. 

Jenks stated, “My efforts are to dedicate the fire 
museum to the past, present, and future firefighters, 
whether volunteer, call, or permanent members. We 
are looking for firefighters, whether retired or not, per¬ 
manent or callmen, to assist in manning the fire muse¬ 
um. We hope to be open Saturdays and Sundays from 
1:00 to 4:00 p.m." 

Bellico added, “The historical aspects of the fire¬ 
house bring together the common and historical 
bonds of ourselves to our loved ones, be they veter¬ 
ans, firefighters, police, family, or friends. This all 
comes together to honor and remember our people.” 

After the services on Veterans Green on Memorial 
Day, the doors of the museum will open to the public 
at 1:00 p.m. 

“This dedication will actually be part of the 
Memorial Day celebration befitting those to be hon¬ 
ored, including our veterans and our emergency 
response personnel who gave their lives for the 
September 11th assault on the World Trade Center. 
Refreshments will be served, and the doors are open 
to the public,” said Bellico. 

And these aren’t just any doors. "The front doors

giving credit to all these people as soon as possible.

House & Senate pass 
clergy reporting bill 

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) and State Representative Daniel F. 
Keenan (D-Southwick) are pleased to announce the 
passage by the Massachusetts House and Senate 
recently of revised legislation that requires all clergy 
members and religious leaders to report incidents of 
child abuse or molestation. 

“We have a duty to protect children from becoming 
victims of these terrible crimes by requiring that cases 
of abuse and molestations are immediately reported 
to the proper authorities,” Senator Melconian said. 
“Religious leaders have an obligation to stop and pre¬ 
vent sexual abuse in their communities.” 

“All Massachusetts families can feel safer today 
because of the Legislature’s hard work ensuring that, 
for the first time, members of the clergy shall be legal¬ 
ly required to report information of abuse to the prop¬ 
er authorities,” said Keenan. 

Currently, the law states that any medical profes¬ 
sional, teacher, guidance counselor, or day care 
worker, social worker, foster parent, policeman or fire¬ 
fighter, drug or alcoholism counselor, psychiatrist or 
clinical social worker must report to DSS if they have 
reasonable cause to believe that a child under the 
age of 18 years is suffering from abuse, maltreatment 
or neglect, including sexual abuse. Failure to report 
can result in a fine of up to $1,000. 

“Throughout this process, our highest priority has 
been protecting children," said Representative 
Keenan. “By working together and staying focused on 
children’s safety above all else, the Legislature has 
achieved that goal.” 

This new legislation represents a compromise 
between two different versions of the bill passed sep¬ 
arately in the House and Senate. 

It crafts a narrow compromise allowing priests to 
keep information learned in confession private, and 
adds anyone employed by a religious organization to 
supervise a child on a regular basis to the list of reli¬ 
gious leaders, such as rabbis, priests, ministers, reli¬ 
gious teachers, and other leaders that will be required 
to report abuses. 

The compromise legislation retains the original lan¬ 
guage that requires clergy to retroactively disclose 
any previous knowledge of abuse during their leader¬ 
ship within a month of passage of the bill.

Another adventure on opening day will be a show¬ 
case shared by former-Agawam High Music Director 
Darcy Davis and Wendell Haire. Davis will exhibit toy 
soliders from the 1920’s through the 1960’s depicting 
battle scenes, while Haire’s Civil War era miniature 
models will demonstrate Pickett’s Charge in the Battle 
of Gettysburg. Davis and Haire met because of their 
interest in the miniature and toy soldiers. Haire’s 
house, next to the mill on Elm Street, caught fire many 
years ago and this former firehouse was first to 
respond, saving the house. 

Haire tunes pianos, and as a way to give back to 
the community and to the fire station that saved his 
home, he is tuning the piano that was donated to the 
museum from Phelps School. Haire will be playing the 
piano at the open house and his daughter will sing. 

Davis will also have exhibits in a series of book¬ 
cases and these will include civil war figurines, others 
from the 1920’s, 1930’s, and 1940’s, and in the back¬ 
ground will be sheet music with pictures from various 
wars. 

In addition, Dennis Picard, curator of Storrowton 
Village, and a group of people will depict the crew of 
the U.S.S. Agawam, which was a Civil War ironclad, 
and will be here with repoductions, artifacts, and uni¬ 
forms from the U.S.S. Agawam.

Melconian 
announces 
early retirement 
incentive program 

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) is pleased to announce that the Senate 
has passed legislation that will allow certain municipal 
employees to become eligible for early retirement. 
The legislation will add up to five years of age or five 
years of creditable service or a combination of the two 
(not to exceed five years total) in the calculation of 
their retirement allowance for employees of partici¬ 
pating cities and towns. 

“Cities and towns in the Commonwealth have 
already begun to feel the effects of the fiscal crisis we 
are now facing,” Senator Melconian said. "This retire¬ 
ment incentive is an important piece of legislation that 
allows municipalities to reduce the number of employ¬ 
ees on payroll without painful layoffs.” 

Group 1, 2, and 4 employees of cities, towns, 
authorities, counties, and districts would be eligible 
for retirement under this legislation as long as their 
employer agrees to this retirement option. Local exec¬ 
utive boards will have the authority to impose limita¬ 
tions on the number of employees who may elect to 
take this retirement option and the number of years 
each employee may add to their age or service. 

“During times of financial hardship, my Senate col¬ 
leagues and I understand the importance of retaining 
as many jobs as possible,” Senator Melconian said. 
“Although cities and towns will feel some impact from 
state budget cuts, this will help to soften the blow.” 

The bill will now go to the House of Representa¬

The Second Annual Intertribal Pow Wow will be 
held on Saturday and Sunday, May 11th and 12th, at 
the Polish-American Club, Southwick Street, Feeding 
Hills. It will take place from 10:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. 
each day, with the grand entry at 12:00 noon. 

The admission is $2 for adults; $1 for children ages 
six to 12 and elders; and free for children under six 
years of age. 

This year, the Second Annual Intertribal Pow Wow 
is spearheaded by Chief Philip “Gray Fox” Martin, 
Abenaki, Jim “White Eagle” Gamache, Abenaki/Cree, 
and their spiritual leader, Reverend Rainbow “NS” 
Walker, Cherokee, of the Turtle Island Cherokee 
Church and author of BILLY FROG ADVENTURES, 
with fellow veterans Frankie Mazzei, Paul Danehy, 
and Jay O’Sullivan. 

The pow wow is an event that has taken place for 
years and years in the Native American culture, 
where Native Americans came together to share in 
celebration and trade their goods. A great feast was 
also put on (called a potlatch). 

There will be singing and drumming. The Host 
Drum will be the Nipmuck Turtle Drum, and this will be 
the second time since 1636 that a true Native 
American drum has been in the town of Agawam and 
Feeding Hills. 

The dancing by adults and children of all ages is 
set up at pow wows in a circle because it represents 
all life in cycles of circles. This is the way of all Native 
Americans. 

There are many songs and ceremonies honoring 
veterans at the pow wow. The respect shown to vet¬ 
erans is an integral part of Native American culture - 
a tradition from a time when the welfare of a village 
depended on the quantity and quality of the fighting 
men. 

To the native American, the good of ALL out¬ 
weighed the good of ONE, and the veterans were 
honored because they were willing to give their lives 
so the people could live. The veterans of today (men 
and women) are accorded the same honor and 
respect as the warriors of times past. 

This year’s head dancers will be Spotted Horse 
and his wife, White Hawk Woman. Hoop dancer 
Barbara Gramonarino, Penobscot, will dance using 
seven hoops, and you will see the eagle, butterfly, 
and the creation of Mother Earth. The hoops repre¬ 
sent the circle and web of all life and their connected¬ 
ness with each other. 

Rainbow will share her stories as TODAY’S 
NATIVE AMERICAN, singing and drumming along 
with White Eagle (flute maker) and Singing Light 
(Native American artist) of the Onondaga nation. 

A very special honor bestowed upon this year’s 
pow wow will be the presence of Grandfather, Chief 
“Strong Horse” of the Narragansett tribe, Rhode 
Island. 

Chief Strong Horse is well-known throughout the 
United States and Canada as a skilled craftsman in

Dealing with dreaded cellulite... 

Question: What exactly causes cellulite, and is 
there any way to get rid of it? 

Answer: First of all, let’s start at the beginning. The 
top layer of skin that you can see is called the epider¬ 
mis, followed by another layer just below that’s called 
the dermis. The next layer of tissue is called the sub¬ 
cutaneous layer and isn’t actually part of the skin at 
all. The job of this layer is to stabilize the skin and to 
protect our muscles and delicate organs underneath. 
It also acts as an insulation to protect the body from 
losing heat too quickly. 

When we were infants, we had what is called “baby 
fat” - the subcutaneous layer that cushioned our many 
falls and dimpled our skin. As we age, this layer thins 
out and redistributes itself in other places like our 
breasts, buttocks, abdomen, hips, and thighs. Men 
accumulate it in their neck, upper arms, abdomen, 
lower back, and over the buttocks. This distribution 
plays a big part on what your skin looks like. 

The subcutaneous layer contains a kind of fat tis¬ 
sue called cellulite that contains constricting bands of 
connective tissue. This tissue is held in place by a 
network of fibers and is surrounded by a liquid that 
both nourishes it and provides it with an effective 
waste system, creating smooth curves. When fats, 
fluids, and toxins are trapped here, the connective tis¬ 
sue thickens and hardens, giving the skin a dimpled, 
ripply appearance. Usually women start to notice cel¬ 
lulite after the age of 30, and men rarely develop it at 
all. Your weight is not necessarily a factor of cellulite. 
Diet and lifestyle do affect cellulite formation, but it 
can basically be blamed on the combination of toxins 
and fat that build up in the body. This can affect 
women of any size, weight, and body structure. 

With this information, common sense says that 
exercise would be extremely important in boosting 
proper circulation to firm muscles and the tissue sur¬ 
rounding the muscles. 

A detoxifying diet containing fresh fruits, vegeta¬ 
bles, and whole grain foods, along with a lot-fat diet 
(high in fiber and complex carbohydrates), is very 
important. These foods are easiest for the body to 
break down, use, and get rid of. A low-fat diet also 
reduces toxins and assists in getting rid of the ones 
trapped in the tissue. 

Drink lots and lots of water to assist your body in 
getting rid of unwanted toxins and waste. Sugar, 
starch, salt, spices, and animal fats are harder for the 
body to eliminate. Also eliminate coffee, soda, smok¬ 
ing, and alcohol to further assist your health. 
Relaxation and proper breathing help the body to 
work properly by easing tension which causes the 
muscles to stress and the connective tissue that cov¬ 
ers the muscle to seize up.

"Over There" is perhaps one of the greatest of all 
war songs, and was written by George M. Cohan dur¬ 
ing World War I in 1917. It became an inspirational hit, 
and he received the Congressional Medal of Honor for 
its significant help in boosting morale throughout the 
country. 

Charles King introduced it at a Red Cross benefit at 
the Hippodrome Theatre in New York. Nora Bayes 
recorded it (Victor) and featured it in her vaudeville 
act. Enrico Caruso recorded it, with choruses in 
English and French. The song swept the country, with 
sheet music sales in the millions. 

James Cagney and Frances Langford sang it in the 
Cohan screen biography “Yankee Doodle Dandy" in 
1942. Joel Grey sang it in the title role of the theatri¬ 
cal version "George M" at the Palace Theatre in New 
York in 1968. Patrice Munsel and chorus sang it in the 
movie “A Musical Jubilee” in 19755. 

As an all-time great of the Broadway stage as a 

performer/composer/lyricist/librettist/director/produc- 

er, George M. Cohan pioneered in veering from 
European operettas which many American writers 
copied. His shows were brash and energetic, 
American to the core, with unabashed nostalgic and 
patriotic songs. 

Cohan was a dynamic stage performer, and his dis¬ 
tinctive style of dancing, singing, and acting brought 
him great prominence in the theatre world. However, 
the success of “Over There” as a popular song in the 
histnrv nf American sonas has never been surpassed.

For as long as there have been people... 

For as long as there have been people, there has 
been a quest to know God. Human beings are by 
nature religious beings. Some people have put forth 
various reasons to explain this phenomenon. Many 
people suggest that it is only natural to think that God 
must exist, since we live in such a complex and com¬ 
plicated environment. Psalm 19 says the heavens 
declare the glory of God, the skies proclaim the 
work of His hands. In the Book of Ecclesiastes we 
read, “I have seen the burden God has laid on 
men. He has set eternity in the hearts of men." 

Some modern-day skeptics think that believing in 
God is only so much superstition. Modem day athe¬ 
ists, some of whom like to call themselves “Free 
Thinkers," refer to all religious people in general, and 
Christians in particular, as “superstitious.” Among the 
many challenges the dis-believers face is that people 
a whole lot smarter than them believed in God, at 
least in the abstract. The Greek philosophers, upon 
whom modem philosophy depends very heavily, were 
wise enough to believe in God, even if they did not 
know that much about Him. 

In the Book of Acts, we find an interesting story 
about the Apostle Paul’s encounter with several Greek 
philosophers. While Paul was waiting for them (his 
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friends, not the philosophers) in Athens, he was 
greatly distressed to see that the city was full of 
idols. So he reasoned in the synagogue with the 
Jews and the God-fearing Greeks, as well as in the 
marketplace day by day with those who happened 
to be there. A group of Epicurean and Stoic 
philosophers began to dispute with him. Some of 
them asked, “What is this babbler trying to say?” 
Others remarked, “He seems to be advocating for 
foreign gods.” They said this because Paul was 
preaching the good news about Jesus and the 
resurrection. 

Then they took him and brought him to a meet¬ 
ing in the Areopagus, where they said to him, 
“May we know what this new teaching is that you 
are presenting? You are bringing strange ideas to 
our ears, and we want to know what they mean." 
All the Athenians and the foreigners who lived 
there spent their time doing nothing but talking 
about and listening to the latest ideas. It should be 
noted that these philosophers were not ignorant of 
religious ideas; indeed, the fact that they had so many 
idols in the city indicates they believed in at least sev¬ 
eral versions of religion. What surprised them about 
Paul was that Paul said people could know God per¬ 
sonally. 

Paul then stood up in the meeting of the 
Areopagus and said: “Men of Athens! I see that in 
every way you are very religious. For as I walked 
around and looked carefully at your objects of 
worship, I even found an altar with this inscription 
on it: ‘TO AN UNKNOWN GOD.” Now what you 
worship as something unknown I am going to 
proclaim to you. 

“The God who made the world and everything 
in it is the Lord of heaven and earth and does not 
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live in temples built by hands. And He is not 
served by human hands, as if He needed anything, 
because He Himself gives all men life and breath 
and everything else. From one man He made 
every nation on earth; and He determined the 
times set forth for them and the exact places 
where they should live. God did this so that peo¬ 
ple would seek Him and find Him, though He is not 
far from each of us. 

“We should not think that the divine being is 
like gold or silver or stone - an image made by 
man’s design and skill. In the past God over¬ 
looked such ignorance, but now He commands all 
people everywhere to repent. For He has set a day 
when He will judge the world with justice by the 
Man He has appointed. He has given proof of this 
to all people by raising Him from the dead.” What 
Paul was saying is that we can be confident that 
Jesus Christ really is the Savior, or as the Jewish peo¬ 
ple would say it, Messiah, of the world; because God 
offered irrefutable proof of this fact by raising Jesus 
Christ from death, after He was crucified. 

An interesting proof of the existence of God arises 
from Greek philosophy. It is called "The Ontological 
Argument.” It basically states that the existence of 
something is proof enough of the existence of some¬ 
thing’s maker. Simply stated, the existence of the 
watch argues for the existence of the watchmaker. 
The watch didn’t get here by itself. Neither did our 
world. If somebody told us that a pile of bricks lying on 
the ground rearranged themselves into the shape of a 
building all by themselves, none of us would believe it. 
Why then, should it be rational to think that our world 
came into existence apart from the hand and will of a 
Creator? God has expressed His desire, through the 
Bible, that each of us would seek Him and find Him; 
He is not far from each of us.

A Fool's Argument 

The fool has said in his heart, “There is no God.” -Psalm 53:1 

Have you ever wondered why some people try to disprove the existence of God? When 
you think about it, their very efforts undermine their own arguments. 

In Interpreting Basic Theology, Addison Leitch wrote, "Unless [an atheist] is carrying on 
his fight against absolute nothingness-and this makes us wonder about his zeal-then he must be 
[arguing] against something he finds ingrained in himself and in others." This inherent belief in 
God doesn't prove He exists, but it strongly points in that direction. 

When C. S. Lewis was an atheist, he rejected the idea of a divine Being because of all the 
injustice in the world. But when he asked himself where he got the idea of justice in the first 
place, he had a problem. He wrote, " Man doesn't call a line crooked unless he has some idea of a 
straight line. What was I comparing this universe with when I called it unjust?" 

Lewis realized that injustice in the world pointed to the One who set the standard of 
justice. He saw that his case for atheism was too simple, and eventually he became a believer. 

The fool says, "There is no God" (Ps. 53:1). But those "who understand" are those who 
"seek God" (v.2). Let's be wise by loving and serving the God who is there. --DJD

Covenants not to compete 

In Massachusetts, covenants not to compete relat¬ 
ing to the sale of a business and those relating to an 
employer-employee relationship are treated different¬ 
ly. The latter cannot be so broad as the former. 
Covenants attempting to restrict employment will only 
be enforced if reasonable both in terms of time and 
geographical area. 

This is because there are considerations which dic¬ 
tate that non-competition covenants arising out of the 
sale of a business be enforced more liberally than 
such covenants arising out of an employer-employee 
relationship. See Wells v. Wells, 9 Mass.App.Ct. 321, 
400 N.E.2d 1317 (1980), and authorities cited at 324- 
325; Restatement (Second) of Contracts section 188 
(1981). 

In the former situation, there is more likely to be 
equal bargaining power between the parties; the pro¬ 
ceeds of the sale generally enable the seller to sup¬ 
port himself temporarily without the immediate practi¬ 
cal need to enter into competition with his former busi¬ 
ness; and a seller is usually paid a premium for agree¬ 
ing not to compete with the buyer. 

An ordinary employee typically has only his own 
labor or skills to sell and often is not in a position to 
bargain with his employer. Post-employment 
restraints in such cases must be scrutinized carefully 
to see that they go no further than necessary to pro¬ 
tect an employer’s legitimate interests, such as trade 
secrets or confidential customer information. 

Any covenant restricting competition is to be 
enforced only to the extent that it is reasonable in time 
and space, necessary to protect legitimate interests, 
and not an obstruction of the public interest. See 
Whitinsville Plaza, Inc. v. Kotseas, 378 Mass. 85, 
102-103, 390 N.E.2d 243 (1979).

Michael Chapman told us, “and we’re hoping for a 
good response.” 

The gala will be held at Suffield Academy to accom¬ 
modate the numbers expected to attend. “Suffield 
Country Club has a very good heritage locally,” 
Chapman continued. “We sponsor a lot of community 
events, such as the Suffield High School golf team. 
Members of the Suffield Academy golf team belong 
here as club members. Many local businesspeople 
entertain their clients here, and organizations such as 
Rotary hold their meetings in the clubhouse regularly.” 

Suffield Country Club started out as more of a fam¬ 
ily club, gradually developing into a country club. One 
member, Bernard Ahrens, has been a member for 75 
years.

Post-divorce alimony awards... 

Q. I have been divorced for five years. I have not 
remarried and I live alone. Unfortunately, due to the 
economic climate in my particular field, I have been 
laid off of work and I have been unable to locate a job 
despite my diligent search in the past three months. 

I believe my former husband’s income has 
increased substantially since our divorce. Is it possi¬ 
ble to ask him to support me, even though we are 
divorced? 

A. Yes, you could either file a Complaint for 
Alimony or a Complaint for Modification, depending 
on your particular facts. The Probate Court does have 
the ability to enter a post-divorce alimony award. 

Pursuant to Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 
208, Section 34, the court may make an award of 
alimony at any time after a judgement of divorce. A 
post-divorce complaint for alimony can only be 
brought where the original divorce judgement made 
no original provision for alimony. 

When you present this type of case to the court, 
you will have to present all factors pursuant to Section 
34: however, if your judgement for divorce waived 
alimony, instead of filing a Complaint for Alimony, you 
would need to file a Complaint for Modification which 
requires a showing of a material change in circum¬ 
stances. Your DIVORCE ATTORNEY will be able to 
explain the differences between these two actions in 
greater detail.

Fibromyalgia 


Whenever I see a study on Fibromyalgia, it always 
catches my eye. Several of my patients and relatives 
suffer with Fibromyalgia, and it is not an easy disease 
to treat. There have been a variety of approaches to 
treating Fibromyalgia, including biofeedback, soft-tis¬ 
sue mobilization, electro-acupuncture, manipulation, 
hormones, exercise, and a variety of supplements, 
including malic acid, magnesium, selenium, vitamin 
E, vitamin B-1, 5-hydroxy-L-tryptophan, omega-3 fatty 
acids, and proteolytic and digestive enzymes. The 
effects of these treatments have been mixed - some 
patients respond well and others don’t. 

There was an interesting study in the Scandinavian 
Journal of Rheumatology conducted on 33 
Fibromyalgia patients (18 female Fibromyalgia 
patients were compared to 15 female controls). The 
study group was placed on a raw-food vegan diet 
consisting of fruits, vegetables, cereals, nuts, and 
seeds. The control group continued on their regular 
diet. After three months, the groups were given a 
series of tests and questionnaires. Researchers 
reported that the raw-food group had improved sleep, 
less joint pain, weight loss, increased feeling of well¬ 
being, reduced serum cholesterol and reduced urine 
sodium. 


This diet eliminated all refined carbohydrates and 
was low in sodium and fat. The intake of foods shift¬ 
ed to healthier foods that reduced the synthesis of 
pro-inflammatory substances, which resulted in 
improved function. It would take a motivated patient to 
follow this diet consistently, but Fibromyalgia is a pret¬ 
ty frustrating disorder. It may be worth a try to eat 
healthy and to try to combat Fibromyalgia.

WestFest to celebrate 21st anniversary 



Making German chocolate cake... 


I was at a food show recently, and a German 
chocolate cake kept calling to me. I was very good 
and I didn’t indulge myself. 

I remembered back to when I was a kid. My broth¬ 
er, a friend, and I decided to buy a whole German 
chocolate cake to eat. We scrounged up the money 
and walked all the way to the bakery in the Publix 
Plaza. (I grew up in Florida.) We bought that rascal 
and dove into it. No knife, we just pulled handfuls out 
and satisfied a primal urge for CHOCOLATE. I will 
never forget the combination of the butter, pecans, 
coconut, and chocolate. We ate until we just couldn't 
put another bite into our mouths. 

To this day, I would still include German chocolate 
as one of my all-time favorites. German chocolate is 
a type of chocolate that is very smooth and lighter 
than most varieties. It is easiest to just buy a German 
mix. Add a package of chocolate pudding and under¬ 
bake by 15 minutes so you get a very moist cake. Let 
it cool completly and carefully cut the two cakes in 
half. I lightly frost with chocolate frosting that was 
made from German chocolate and then spoon on the 
coconut and pecan topping. Do this with each layer. 

The top is thickly frosted with just the pecan top¬ 
ping. I then frost the sides with chocolate frosting. 
This will make a cake that you will never forget. For 
the topping, take 6 oz. evaporated milk, 2/3 C sugar, 
1/3 C butter, and 1 beaten egg. Heat until the mix is 
bubbly and thick (about 10 minutes). Now, beat in 1 
tsp. vanilla, 1 C coconut, and 3/4 C chopped pecans. 
Cool slightly and spread on layer while still warm. 


WestFest is a community arts festival which is cel¬ 
ebrating its 21st anniversary this year on Saturday 
and Sunday, May 18th and 19th. The event is held 
each spring at Stanley Park in Westfield. It will be held 
in the rose garden and pavilion areas of the park. The 
park is a lovely site noted for its many acres of gar¬ 
dens, nature preserve, and recreational facilities. 

Visitors to WestFest are advised to allow plenty of 
extra time to explore this beautifully maintained treas¬ 
ure. The festival attracts as many as 20,000 patrons 
each year from throughout the region. 

WestFest is a non-profit cultural program originally 
developed by the Westfield Arts Council. Funding is 
provided in part by grants from the Massachusetts 
Cultural Council and the National Endowment for the 
Arts, as well as support from community groups, busi¬ 
nesses, and individuals. The event is planned and 
executed by an unpaid volunteer staff, with the aid of 
numerous volunteers from the greater Westfield area. 
Hours are 10:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. daily; admission is 
free. 

The visual arts are represented at WestFest by a 
juried Arts & Crafts Show, with approximately 80 arti¬ 
sans from throughout New England and beyond. To 
encourage excellence in the visual arts, WestFest 
sponsors a Juried Visual Arts Award Show, which fea¬ 
tures $3,650 in prizes awarded in fine arts, original 
crafts, and photography categories. Prizes for this 
show, as well as arts scholarships and High School 
Art Show awards, are presented during a traditional 
11:00 a.m. Sunday awards ceremony. A variety of art 
demonstrations are scheduled throughout the week¬ 
end to give the public an opportunity to see artists and 
craftsmen at work, and talk to them about the creative 
process. 

The joy of performance comes to life in our per¬ 
forming arts area, where everything from the blues to 


Indian dance has been showcased. Featured artists 
have included a wide variety of styles, from contem¬ 
porary country and folk to classical and jazz. 

Roving performers such as jugglers and minstrels 
can be found giving impromptu performances as they 
stroll around the grounds. As always, there are per¬ 
formances scheduled especially for our young audi¬ 
ence. 

A relatively recent addition to the WestFest cultural 
family is the Youth Art Show. Young artists in grades 
four through eight from cities and towns throughout 
the area are invited to submit their best work to be dis¬ 
played in the show, and each is a “winner” receiving a 
special prize ribbon. 

In addition, there is a separate juried show for high 
school students, where these young artists have an 
opportunity to participate in a juried exhibition 
process, competing for cash awards totaling $720 to 
reward their excellence in the visual arts. Art activities 
for the children will be available throughout the week¬ 
end in the Youth Art area. 

This year marks the 12th year for the innovative 
WestFest Arts Scholarship program. A total of $4,000 
will be awarded this year to talented young people in 
Hampden County. The children who are in grades 
nine through college may use the funds towards 
tuition, extracurricular enrichment programs and 
instruction, or as reimbursement for equipment and 
supplies. Eligible categories include music, dance, 
theater, visual arts, and writing. We are very excited 
by this program and feel that is is a valuable invest¬ 
ment in our cultural future. 

Festivalgoers spending the day at WestFest will 
find a variety of foods to suit every taste. WestFest is 
held rain or shine, is handicap-accessible, and has 
plenty of free parking on the grounds. 


Next, add real butter cream (accept no imitations): 
3 sticks of butter cut into pieces and at room temper¬ 
ature, 10 oz. chocolate (coarsely chopped), 3/4 C 
water, 3 TB coffee liqueur, 3 egg yolks, 1-1/4 C sugar, 
and 1/4 tsp. cream of tarter. Combine the chocolate, 
1/4 C water, liqueur, and warm until the chocolate is 
melted. In a large bowl, beat the egg yolks. In anoth¬ 
er pan, combine the sugar, cream of tarter, and 1/2 C 
water; bring to a boil until a candy thermometer reads 
225 degrees. 

Immediately start mixing the egg yolks at low

speed; add the hot syrup in a thin, steady stream. Mix 
until thick and cool. Now, add the butter in small 
amounts. When blended well, add the chocolate into 
the mix. Refridgerate until spreadable. Then ice the 
cake.

Encouraged by the reply, the School Improvement 
Council sponsored two Hobby Club meetings in the 
cafeteria on March 27th and April 10th. With the 
assistance of art teacher Thais Wright, parent volun¬ 
teers Lisa Frigo and Paula Figella, and Matt Moretti of 
the Hobby Corner of Agawam (at the second meet¬ 
ing), 32 airplane and car model builders and pre-man- 
ufactured birdfeeder painters began the Middle 
School’s first Hobby Club. 

After a snack, participants worked diligently for 45 
minutes, assembling or painting. With many students 
taking advantage of the late bus transportation 
offered, the partially assembled models and birdfeed- 
ers were then brought home. 

School Councils were established by the 
Education Reform Act of 1993 with four major areas 
of responsibility: adopting educational goals for the 
school that are consistent with local educational poli¬ 
cies and statewide student performance standards; 
identifying the educational needs of students attend¬ 
ing the school; reviewing the annual school building 
budget; and formulating a school improvement plan. 

Student evaluation of the Hobby Club experience 
was overwhelmingly positive. Some comments 
included, "I had a fun time,” "The people were nice," “I 
hope we do it again!” and “Yes, I think the Hobby Club 
needs to stay at all schools every day."

It’s incredible how so many people let their past 
continue to consume them and own them!

But it doesn’t work because you are carrying all this 
baggage, this resentment, and it is weighing you 
down, especially at night when you find you can’t 
sleep. Subconsiously, those feelings are trying to 
peek out; you’re trying to suppress them, and that isn’t 
conducive to sleep. 

You know forgiveness really doesn’t have anything 
to do with the other person; it has everything to do 
with you. You must use your act of will to make a con¬ 
scious decision to have a good life, to be whole again. 
When you use your past experience as excuses to 
your problems, you are letting the experiences, not 
you, take responsibility for your life and your actions. 
If you continue to nurture your hurts, if you continue to 
carry them around, they will continue to disempower 
you, to not allow you to move along with your life. And 
actually, you will start to feel isolated because people 
will not want to be around you; they will sense your

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anger and your depression and do not want to share 
it. There is more to you than the hurts, so allow your¬ 
self to see that part of your life and let it emerge 
through the hurts.

The Leclerc football legacy continues (continued from Page 1) 


before playing college ball at Trinity College in 
Hartford and then moving on to the NFL’s Chicago 
Bears, achieving an NFL title in 1963 under legendary 
Coach George Halas. Roger then moved on to the 
Denver Broncos before retiring from football and 
returning to Agawam to teach in the public school sys¬ 
tem. 

Next up was Roger’s oldest son, Ricky, a 1980 
graduate of AHS who starred in football for the school 
as a quarterback and received several All-Western 
Mass, honors, including being presented the 1979 
"Archie Roberts Scholar-Athlete Award,” given to the 
area’s outstanding high school scholar-athlete in 
schoolboy football. 

Ricky then brought his skills to the University of 
New Hampshire where he starred throughout his col¬ 
legiate career at quarterback. 

The third generation of the Leclerc football family to 
be recognized is Ricky’s son, Rick, recently honored 
by the Western Mass. Chapter of the National Football 
Foundation as the 2001 winner of the “Archie Roberts 
Scholar-Athlete Award” as the region’s top scholar- 
athlete in prep football (Northfield-Mount Hermon). 

The youngest of the Leclercs is spending a post¬ 
graduate year at Northfield-Mount Hermon where the 
carries a 3.6 grade point average. A quarterback like 
his father, he passed for 1,973 yards and 22 touch¬ 
downs for the 6-3 Northfield-Mount Hermon team in 
the fall of 2001. He also rushed for three touchdowns. 

Leclerc’s football coach at Northfield-Mount 
Hermon, Michael Atkins, said this of his star quarter¬ 
back: "Given all those accolades, Rick is a humble 
team leader who brings out the best in his teammates. 
He does not try to bring attention to himself. He is sim¬ 
ply a winner. Rick is the kind of student-athlete who 
tries to direct the spotlight on his teammates rather 
than himself.” 

Prior to that at his hometown high school, 
Manchester Centeral High, Leclerc put up near-leg¬ 
endary personal numbers while leading his team to a 
state championship in his junior season. 

Leclerc is the career passing yards leader for the 
State of New Hampshire and holds the single season 
passing yardage record. In his senior season in the 
fall of 2000, Leclerc was the Gatorade "New 
Hampshire Player of the Year” and the "New 
Hampshire Division I Player of the Year.”

He was named All-Scholastic by The Boston Globe 
and received the “Joe Yukica New Hampshire 
Chapter of the National Football Foundation & Hall of 
Fame Scholar Athlete Award,” and was a First Team 
All-State quarterback. 

He finished his high school career with 4,225 pass¬ 
ing yards and 47 touchdown passes. 

He was also First Team All-State in baseball in his 
senior season in the spring of 2001, and was the 
team’s most valuable player in posting a perfect

Mike Martin becoming a force for Brown University hoop 


Former Cathedral High School basketball star 
Michael Martin of Feeding Hills has recently complet¬ 
ed a successful sophomore season on the Division I 
Brown University men’s varsity basketball team. 

The 6’5” guard, a perennial All-Western Mass, per¬ 
former for several highly-regarded Cathedral High 
teams, helped the Brown University men achieve an 
overall record of 17-10, tying for the most wins in a 
single season in the school’s history. 


The team won 15 games in Martin’s freshman sea¬ 
son to establish a new school record for most wins in 
back-to-back seasons (32) by the men’s team.

Given that your hands are the only 
point of contact with the club, it is amazing how little 
attention is given to this aspect of the game. 

Many golfers take their grip for granted simply 
because it feels comfortable. The trouble is, comfort¬ 
able doesn’t necessarily mean correct; you may well 
have a fault in your grip and not realize it. If this is the 
case, it is highly likely that your game is being seri¬ 
ously hindered. 

It is, therefore, fair to say that no golfer is too expe¬ 
rienced or too skilled to reevaluate the grip. 


- Rest the club on the ground so that the clubface 
looks straight at the target. Bring your left hand for¬ 
ward from its natural hanging position, and place the 
club handle diagonally across your palm, running 
from the base of your index finger through the middle 
of your palm. Close your fingers around the club, 
making sure that your thumb sits fractionally to the 
right of center on the handle. 

- The palm of your right hand should mirror the 
position of the clubface; in other words, it should face 
the target. Start by holding your right hand flat against 
the club’s grip. Then feed the club into your hand, 
along the base of your middle two fingers.
